flowed, ail that was necessary to do 
was to put a few dollars' worth of cas- 
ing or tubing into them and he had an 
oil we!:. But this kind of operating 
is not well understood in this country. 
It requires something more than a hole 
in the ground. Even after the we!! is 
completed the original cost may be 
duplicated in the water pumping pro-j 
cess before oil is 
obtained. Water 


wells, however, are the only ones that 


seem to render greatest service in 
this region at the present time. 


The case of the Exchange Oil com- 


pany at" Bowling Green.

Use like raspber- 
ry shrub, one toasnoonful or two to a 
tumblerful o f water.

Kaspberry Vinegar.—Mash two quarts 


of raspberries In an earthen vessel. 
Put them in a large stone bottle or jar 
and pour over theia two quarts of good 
strong vinegur. Cork the jav slightly 
and let the juice distill IE the sun two 
0-r three weeks; then filter clear and 
bottle, corklusr it well. 


Oatmeal Drink.—rut into a large pan 


a quarter of a pound of fine fresh oat- 
meal, six ounces of white sugar and 
half of a lemon cut into small pieces. 
Mis with a little warm water, then 
pour over it one gallon cf boiling wa- 
ter, stirrinjr all together thoroughly, 
find use when cold. 


Lemonade Sirup.—With ono pound of 


sugar mix the grated yellow ri.ni.l of .six 
lemons, moisten tin. 
1 sugar with i,., 


much water as it will absorb and boil 
it to a clear sirup. Add ;Iu> juice of 12 
lemons, stirring it in well over the fin.-, 
but do not let it boil after the juice i.s 
added. XJotrlo the sirup at once and 
cor!; it when cold. Mix a little of this 
with cold water whei. lemonade is 
•wanted.
